His  M-ajefty,  the 
emperor,  accompanied  by  the  Princes, 
Princesses,  and  Great  Dignitaries,  was 
followed  by  two  witiirfses  of  the  cereino. 
ny.  The  Great  Officers,  Minifters,  the 
Grand  Eagles  of  the  l.egion  *>f  Honour, 
Military  Officers,  Pages  bearing  flam- 
beaux, an  1 the  Heralds  ot  Arms.  The 
Chapel  had  beer,  prepared  for  his  JlTajelly 
the  emperor  with  a Jauteuil.  surmounted 
by  a canopy,  and  provided  with  a pray- 
ing delk.  The  King  of  Rome,  preceded 
by  his  officers,  was  carried  by  his  Gover- 
ness, M.  the  Mai  Dial  Duke  of  Congliano, 
rarried  the  end  of  his  mantle. — The  gal- 
leries ol  the  Chapel  were  filled  by  the 


carried  bade  to  Lis  apartment,  M.  the 
Count  of  Lasc-arde.  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and  M.  the 
Count  of  Marescatrhi,  Grand  Chaiicellot 
of  the  Order  of  the  lion  Grown,  after 
laving  received  the  orders  of  the  Emperor, 
carried  the  Grand  Cordon  of  tliefc  orders 
to  the  King  of  Rome.  During  the  cere- 
mony a beautiful  difplay  ol  artificial  fire 
works,  and  the  molt  brilliant  illuminations 
throughout  the  whole  city,  teftified  the 
pubLcjoy. 

On  the  22d  March,  the  Emperor  being 
on  his  throne,  surrounded  by  the  Princes 
of  his  family,  and  all  the  great  Officers  of 
State,  ail  Addrefs  w-as  piei'ented  to  him  by 
the  Senate,  in  which  it  was  ftated  that 
the  happincis  .7!  his  people  was  his  firll 
object.  The  emperor  replied  thus  ; 

The  teftimony  of  France  goes  direft- 
ly  to  my  heait.  The  great  deftitiy  of  my 
son  will  be  accomplifhed.  With  thelove 
of  the  French  every  thing  will  be  easy 
for  him.  I am  pleafeu  with  the  senti- 
ments you  exprefs.” 

The  Council  of  State  was  prefented  by 
the  Prince,  Arch  Chancellor  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  made  a fimilar  Addrefs.  His 
Majefty  replied  : 

*'  1 have  eagerly  desired  what  Provi- 
dence has  granted  me.  My  Ion  will  live 
for  the  happinefs  and  glory  of  France. — 
Our  children  will  devote  themfelves  for 
her  happinefs  and  glory.  I thank  you 
for  the  fcntimeiits  which  you  exprefs.”

his  groin,  and  another  excellent  man  lay 
with  his  legs  (which  were  mallied  into  a 
jellcy)  under  the  butt  of  the  gun.  The 
scene  itself  was  fufficient  to  have  damped 
the  feelings  of  the  moll  callous  ; but  ren- 
dered much  more  piognant  by  the  cries 
of  tf  e two  dying  men,  one  of  whom  beg- 
ged Mr.  G.  (alter  finding' that  it  would 
take  fume  considerable  time  to  extricate 
him)  to  cha/i  his  legs  off  v)ith  an  axe.
